Dogs of the I’ast and I’reseut. 

BY AHaoLU Bl'Rule. 

Among the many Inlereatlng quealioua w lilch come np for conaidera- 
lion In conuecthtu with the breeding ttf aporting doga la that ttf the 
comparative quality of aulntala of the (weaetit tttnl peat lime. Uuqitea- 
tlonably groat carleajueaa In preacrvlng the purlly of blood baa. until 
lately, prevailed attiong Ettropeiiu brectlera. and thia haa nauirally In- 
dneed a depreciation In many Uni- airiilti-, and a proporllotml Increaae 
In the numbera of worihleaa aiilmnla. which facta have given rlae to the 
claim that the doga of our anceatora were aitperlor to our own. Aa- 
•ertiofiit tooebiug nnitl**rn of ili** UrtFl ofieii iliiHcult lt> refiilts. *nd 
eemsctnlly to when nhnoluto nsconlf* are wmithi):. etnrt we cuu onlv argue 
from proDabUUU'a. backed by collateral evUleuce. Il la well known. 
howeTtfr. ibat there i* a conaervatlve aplrlt Inherent 
In every man which iiiakea him cling with fomlncfe l<i 
tbe ideaa and poa^caalous che.rUhed In hia yoiiih. and consequently lu 
regard iheae with an extggeraiod eatlmiite. Tbe rhaimpUuie of the 
preient day doga are therufore jiiMtllled In demaiiditic au allowance fttr 
thla. and that each atatemeuta ahall be taken rum {/runo Hahn, There 
were doublleat ataiinch aportauteii In Ibe idden dnya: yet cortiilnly the 
appllancei of their cmfl were not equal to tiuwe of Ihla time, and U 
!• very poaalble that Inalead of the doga boliiif hotter <anil a proof of 
this found, m aome claim, la the ueceaaily for belter anlinaU. In order 
that good bage might be made undar leea favorable clrcuni'^tuncea than 
we enjoy) tbey were really not up to the preaeni mark; ami the tpantity 
of game kllleu over them waa due to lii* pletilttude end not to the extra 
quality of the anlmalt tbemaelvea. Nor la It by any mean* certain that 
old-time eporlainen required aa much ofihelrdoga aa we do in iheae 
day# of ebowa and Held triaU. ao that the compariauu wtjuld naturally 
favor the paet. though unjuvtly. 

Chief among the vupporTerH of the degeoeralton theory jwe rtnd Mr. 
Laverack. ana certainly hU word U entitled to great weii:hl. In "The 
Setter" be aaya: "With tbe exception of a few Kennela of choice blood 
which have been moat carefully guarded. I fear, nay I am sure, .thejset 
ter haa Rreatly degenerated and mougrelUetl. 

1 make this atateiuem because 1 nave fcvo moat of the breeds of 
former days, and having paid great attention and cio.<«ely observed 
them, can remember many superiur specimens to numbera of those ' 
■ee at present. 

Thie degeneration baa partly been caused by the carelessness of the 
modern sportsman. There are also other causes. Th*- now fosbiunable 
system or driving and not usiui: dttgs so much as formerly la one; Ibe 
habits of game having altered, that la. liecome more wild and niiap- 

f iroacbable from there being more shooters, less cover, a greater nopu- 
atloii, is anoiber; but tbe chief cause of all is by lualtentloo. and pro- 
mlscuoos and Injudicious enduing, aud not reLauilni; fmrify of htooii.” 

As an offset to this, we have the testimouv of *’.S|onehen.*e.''aud 
others, supported by the evldunce of porlalte of some of the most ccie- 
bratoiniogs of thu past. These portraits being from tbe pencils of the 
best artists of the day may justly be regarded as tnjtbriit. and If so. It 
would certainly require very prejudiced judgment to pronttunce tbnsi* 
old champions the equal of our present prizewinners In looks and 
style. Thin being grauted, It Is onlv a fair deduction to suppose tbal 
the developtnent of ihe higher racuilles has kept pace wltli the tin* 
provement in the physical standord. since the core taken to cnlilvatc 
any breed Is nrlma .Aids evidence that tbe mce has rendered Itaelf 
Tamable by nilly meeting Ibe demands upon It. 

The depreciation lu some kennels does not prove a general degenera¬ 
tion of tbe entire species. Mr. I^averack may be. and is probably,-right 
so.far as his own experience goes: yet extensive as that experience-Is 
for any one roan, it Is small Indeed when compared with that neces¬ 
sary for a fair judgment of such a question. According to Mr. Laver 
ack'a own showing very few of the kennels he mentions us having been 
kept pure, have been exhibited. Our victors at shows and fit-id trials - 
the dORS with tbe beet puhUr repulailtm, must therefore have come 
from other strains os a rule: and this fact atone Is siinicleut to disprove 
any claimed degeneration. It Is certain that we have dogs of great 
beauty aud hair human In Imelllgence—dogs which can reproduce 
their quailtles lu a fair propol^tn of their desceudetits; and. as during 
the last qnarter ofa ceoturv the race has been tiuqiiealiouably im¬ 
proved. ft Is reasonable to supp(»se that tbe acme of iK-rfei'tloii has not 
yet been attained, and that qiinllties are still latent which will be 
orooght out under a judicious course of breeding from selected animals.

Is Brlghton.whlch 
la held on tbe 3tth lust. whether It will be a success or not roiiialns of 
course to be seen; hut from wbat 1 bear on all sides the list of judges 
published by tbe executive is by no means popular; taken all through, 
there are two "protested" judges, one of which the public Is very full 
against; so much so. indeed that tbu winners In clashes assigned to his 
lender mercies, bavi- alreody been vaticinated aud posted up (n certain 
places where the fancy "ino^t do congregate." If tne Kconel Chih ex¬ 
pect to Im employed as a court of appeal or even to secure a decent 
amount of respect, tuey mu-*t bow more to the voice of the people and 
less to the Interested members of their rominitlec hi thla aud similar 
matters.

8o. lu other breeds. eiiHroly Is 
luslsle I ou; and with some few. it Is optional. With toy and "fancy" 
dogs the custom is one attributable chtetly to caprice of fashion, which 
does uot dealsparbitrarily wUhthoseeiigrtgedas as*lslttuts In the chase. 
The fox-hound has his ears " rounded." s. * couslderublu 
portion of the edge cut uwayl. In order they may uot gel 
torn and lacerated hy the whiua and brambles of the thick 
coverts wherelu they seek their quarry. Tbe practice of "croppltu" 
hull terrier's ears origiuated lu tbe days when dog llgliltng nrevoiled.for 
If they were not so removed at first lu a way lo give us little pain as 
posslfde. they were preity certain to be lorn and Jagged off pU-cyiiual. 
It will bs teeu that in cases such as these there Is reason, if uot actniil 
necessity; bill for the removal of nuy portion of the tail ihere Is nelibcr 
the one nor the other. The tall of the dog-esiwclally lu cases where 
great speed and quick turning are required combined -ii* lu ihr casu uf 
the greyhound ami the seller-ls 4 jnost useful rudder, aud if any one 
doubts It let them watch a greyhound In fu'l pursuit of u liaru, espe 
dally when poor pussv U put to her short shifts and' wrenches ’mid 
dodges at every turn; the same thing Is required lu the seller and the 
pointer, and mores'i now when the shooting dog Is required to showgn'ui 
pace The best field trial dogs In Ktighind aro long In the tnll; .Mr. 
Purcell Llewellln s Countess Hear and Countess Moll, have remarkably 
long apiMfiidages. that of last year s llorseheuth Derby winner almost 
touches the groniid as she stands upright. I can't say 1 admire the 
looks of au extra long tall, and it is mostly a slgin»f want of staying 
power and lack of courage; vet I am most thoroughly convinced that In 
setters, pointers and greylioniids length of caudal appeudiige Is a 
point to go L>r. Kox terriers and the various breeds of spaniels are the 
ouiy dogs that have their (lags docked In this couiilry, hut Is U difficult 
to aee for what reason, if any beyond mere caprice, it is practiced. I 
should he one of the last to deny that the ducking of a spaniel's tail or 
the artistic cropping of a terrier s ears give a decided finish lo the ap¬ 
pearance. and It bus been argued that ear cutllug acf'ally renders them 
sharper In nature, but of this I am of opDdoii that terriers not nrtimny 
used for going to ground are bell* r cropped; they e-rape the bites of 
vermin and are proof against that terrible malady, external conker. 

The childish, maudlin cry out against cutting dog's ears and lulls on 
(he score of cruelty is beneath iMtlce; the pain caused a whelp by nip¬ 
ping off his ull U’tlie merest nothing. I have done manvalitter and 
returned them lo their dum without three squeaks In a dozen. Some 
short time since a funder was pulled up for biting off hla fox terrier 
y's (ail. The Hench consisted of country Squires-gentlemen 
aiid'raeu of sense. The case being proved, they railed un the defendant 
for hU defense.

Kditou Ciiicaoo KiBLDt^-There has been so much written and said 
in reference to the C'enteunial Dog Hhowal IMilUdelnhla that the w'nter 
hesliAtes to make his bow. aud once more bring such a threadbare sub¬ 
ject before your uiimerous readers; but thinkiug there may be (hose 
who would tike to know more about It. and be Interested, hence this short 
sketch about the blue bloods, tbe natives and the curs, and whut hap 
pened there.

Having a bad case of cboreu made him very unsightly, and in my eyes 
almost uDiUed him for the show biMich; and 1 am afraid Mr. \Vuddel<’s 
kennel has depreciated sadly In stock if he does uot accept .Mr Smith's 
challenge to run Leicester against any uf his kennel, unless like *'*' 
singed cat, "he U much better than he looks." 

l^e others were beauties, and if Siruthroy were not so distant, there 
are some who would not be sorry to breed to the prize winner. 

Mr. Colket's single entry Kcho. hud, lo iny fancy, the best head hi 
the whole show, but his long dangling U-g-*. will scarcely ever carry him 
home the winner of the cup over a good field, for while none can 
admiring bis breeding his size will be against him. 

.Mr. Tasker’s entry. Palry U. was pretty am! gave signs of fine breed¬ 
ing. and was similar lu that respect to Mr. Westcott's entries, being lit¬ 
ter companions, but they remind one too much of those do.'s that Mr. 
Waddell might have referred lo, when he said. " Borne were almost too 
timid to eat before strangers " Kemeinber. 1 do not say (hat these 
will not do so, but they l•>ok tbe least like It of any I have ever seen. 
.Mr. Olcott's Guy .Mannering. aud Mr. Uaymoud's KiKlerlck Dim. litter 
coinpatilons, are beautiful, aud would attract the attention of the mer¬ 
est tyro by their beanly. It was supposed hy many that their sire and 
dam. Pride of the Border and Palry. would cornu to the fore, but they 
were disappointed. 

The Natives were all there, and one. Judging from niimeroiis Indica 
tloDs. might thlak that In the neighborhood or Pbiladeipbla, they bred 
to little else than BismarcK. 

.Mr. Ayrea' Glen, prize winner, was a large, Rood looking dng, hut 
tbe writer’s nutioii, his head and ears were raulty. Hu was loo heavy 
all over, aud scarcely had that iiumistakble symmetry that denotes fine 
ness of breeding, although his slru, Bhlpiuau's, (formerly Morford s 
Joe, has generally been considered good. Tbe bitches of (his class 
were quite gimd. We noticed Mr. Westcott's entry, by Pride of the 
Border, out of Nellie, with eltfht wh- lps hy owner's Pedigree. They 
were handsome and showed well ibelr breeding. Also .Mr. I’t^rpln's Kly 
with six whelps; she was a perfect little beauty, as black as a coal 
with dark, rich tnn markings, and as gentle as any of her wbelps. Bhu 
mi-rited tbe prize she scored. 

The red Irish, my favorites, were there In their beautv ond perfection 
and received a large amount of atteiulou ; (he Imporieu ones were fair 
and Id color iiiifixceptlouable. Although wo think we heard (he 
“Squire" say "they were too dark In color to be handsome" wu could 
not agree with him bnt wished for just such n one us .Mr. J. K. Mlllner ' 
Allleen-a beauty span if »h*did wlnfrtt at Cork. 

The natives of the breed were also wry goo I and attractiMl much at 
teiition aithough (hey were wanting In the dark rich coat of their ful 
lows from across the water. Amongst this class we noticed Mr. Uavla 
Glen rather iigbi in color and a trine t<»o large lu size, otherwise us 
good as any In his class, and Capi. t’lay's entries, which for their age. 
eleven months, we have never seen excelled-fine, ‘ergo, well exniindud 
beads, bodies well pill together aud compact, good sterna well fuath 
vred--tbey made a pair that any aporuman would he proud of and that 
we should like to have for otir own. 

Tlte Gordons bud many admirers and Jnslly so. they were a good lot. 
and now. sluce they are lo be the fashion, will 
breedera and sportsmen than formerly. 

The p«dniers also were well represented, and the Phllad*-lphttt Bpnri 
men's Clah prize undoubtedly brought many to the front os compel 
itura; It was well wtirih tbu winning. 

The fox-hounds as a class were good, hut when f think of the kennels 
formerix owne<l Id Deleware sod Chester counties, and (he music (hey 
made In the yeora gone by when 118. luatead of Ute Ifki inmnds ndvoir- 
diipole of to-day. straddled the gray (who loved tne music as well as her 
maatur) and said "follow who ciiu;" they coold have turned nut belter 
Verily tboae o( youth were happy days. 

The greyhottods were good, but so much scattered over the grounds 
that It was bard to form a critical comparieon as to tbetr respective

Editor Ciiicaoo Piild:—A t the Centennial Hench Bbow do strain 
of dogs created more talk than the Gordon’s: one of the starling poluta 
of Ibis war of words was the uncallort for. unmerited, public condetuoa- 
tioii of Ihe Gordons by the show managers, accosliig them of not being 
• liistera." not so handsome as other strains, not having go ahead quali¬ 
ties. and not being fashionable. 

It is not the bitsTnt-ss of bench show commlllees lo compare the 
mortis of the dlfft-renl sinilns of d<»gs. and to U 11 the spoctalora that 
this dog Is inferior, and that dog is not fashiouahle; by so doing tbey 
throw cold water oil breeders of tlio particular strain, amt defeat their 
own object. The U*»nlons ou exhibition, at thia show. In iinmliera, 
coiitradlcted Hie sutumeut that they were not fashhinuble.and lu quality, 
that they were Inferior ^ . , 

It Is reported Ihal the judges nilud out the black, white and tan doga, 
from the Gorilon clans, oil acvonul of their color, 'fhls color question 
has bet-n a great drawback to the success of bench shows, Thla Is note 
vexed question, but has been made so by Inexperienced exhibitors and 
brooilora. In brouillni; aiiliiiala ami fowl, of any kind, wby do wo not 
let thuin breed OH they are liicllued? Hecanse we want them bred in 
such a manner as will be most useful lo us. and lo do this we must have 
a sundard. not two Mtandardn. If parllea want to breed black, while 
and tan dogs, and wiU call them Gordons, let them do U ; but give IheTU 
a sepurate class; mi also with Ihe Irish (os they do lu Buropo). Until 
this Is done tbe Shows will not go off smoothly, and will be «uily par- 
Uttlly successful. Ui l»olh the Gordon and Irish classes a while frill on the 
hrvust and white toes are adiulswlble (belter still i.o white). "Idaioiie’ 
in his work un the dog says, tho black and tan setter was originated 
by the Gorrt»m family fifty years ago or more. ‘•Blouehenge" says, the 
ci»h>r of the Gortloii Is agreal point. The blqck should Ite a raven 
black, with a bine or plum bloom In bright lights. Thu tan a 
rich red ur burul sienna color, there is uo objection to 
a white frill. but the absence of white Is a 
gtmd thing. Laverock aaya, origlnaity the Gonlon aetiera were all 
black and tan, all authorities agree that the Duke bred for color dur¬ 
ing hla life, namely—black and tnn. black white and tan, red and 
block. Theyals'i agree that the dogs which luido the Duke a strain 
famous were the black and tan In color. .... . . * 

Be this as it may. If we would excell wo muat combine beauty of coat 
with beauty of form, and uuirormliy of color denotes purity In Ihe 
strain. Is it not a proof that there Is science la breeding when we are 

able to fortell Ibe color of each puppy In an expected Utter? 

The fancy for ctdor l* so general that It Is never left out of an iDoiilry 
about a d«»g; let the dog he even gm>d In the field, many would not 
have him as a gift If of a ftml color, or a color they did uot fancy. There 
are many pnlnta in which the experienced breerlercaii not 
fur insiance. hhfinid he breed from a red In-h dog and bitch both

About ibe middle of May 
HfiM of the old bitebea (Harpy) »>ccame aerloualf affected, and In Ha 
etn of fury worried, among olbera, another bitch (Caroline). Tbia 
hftch( Harpy) waa deatroye<r: and lii a few daye anolher, being aelBed 
tfith the aame unaccouniable aymptoina, waa likewiee ahot; while 
-nniher affected with the paralyaia of the lower Jaw and general 
heloleaaneaa (’’dumb madneaa ') waa allowed to die. It was at thla 
time that the veterinary aiirgoon, Mr. llarrie. waa called In; and from 
the eiamlnatlou of the bt>dy of th«- laat hound, and the eymptouia pre- 
•eDlrd by another wblcb waa killed on May he had no difficulty in 
ruucluding that the malady waa rahlea. A bitch bonnd waa shot on June 
4 another on the fttb. anot’hcr on the lOth, two on the Hlih, Duster—the 
voting dog and the flrat blltep by the bkch which brought the dlaeaao 
- on the I 6 th. oue on the 17th, another on the HHh, and another on the 
OHih Then a pause In Ibe aad work of destruction occurred, the re 
mairider of the pack nut exhibiting any lodicatlona of illness until to- 
wiirds the middle of Angust, when Oarolioe. which had been severely 
vroiinded by Harpy—the first of tbc old bitches affected and destroyed— 
•bowed unequivocal symptoms of rabies, and waa killed on the loth of 
ibat mouth. Then another, and another bad to be destroyed, and It was 
now obvloua that the disease bad taken a strong bold npon the pack. 
Caeus occurred almost every day. and considering that they were all 
Inoculated with the poison, what remained—amounting to eighteen* 
•nd-a-lialf couples—were shot on the iftith of August. 

1^0 cases have occurred among the other young bounds with whlcb 
the (irove bitch first cobabited wt a very short time after Ha arrival, ex¬ 
cept Duster, its companion: and the dog pack-a very fine one. separat¬ 
ed from the bitch kennel by a brick wall between four and five feet 
blgh with an iron railing at top—haa also escaped, no actual contact 
between the dogs and bltchee having taken place, so far as i« known. 
NevertbeleM, they could smell at each other through the Iron bars; 
though whether the transmission of rabies can be effected without acl- 
nal iuuocuiatlon with the virus Is far from being demonstrated. 

As to the origin of the dlsesse In the pack. Mr. Kiemlng considers 
that ib^re can be no doubt that the young bitch In the (Jrove draught 
liiiroduced H. she most probably having contracted H somewhere at 
Sotlngbnm or Its vicinity, where rabid dous have been very prevalent 
for a long time. Thu ext^'iislon of rabies, which has now become a very 
serious matter In this country, is. Mr. firming says, largely due to the 
Nbsetice of legislative measures, and to the general ignorance prevail¬ 
ing with regard to its symptoms and the precautions to be adopted for 
Its prevention or suppression. It has been repeatedly and orgenlly in¬ 
sisted on that a great neccsslly exists for msklng every oue who has 
to deal with dog**, or who is lixelv to come in contact with them, ac¬ 
quainted with so much of ibis sunject as would diminish accidents to a 
minimum.—Zand and fra/cr.

Thesesheep-dog trials which came off on Thursday and Friday, Sept. SB 
and 2!bb, wore a success; the weather was all that could he expected. 
Says our Kofflish cotomporary, the Live Stock Journal and Fnnrier'e 
Gazette: '* The spot seVeted for the trials was one of the most pictur¬ 
esque In the lovely valiey of the Taff—namely, the western side of the 
mountain, known as “Craig Evan Leyshon.” at whose foot lies a high 
r»>ad. from whence a penecl view of the whole proceeding could be 
abtained. For the benefit of the uninttiated, it may be as well perhaps 
to glvea short description of the modu9 oprrandl in sheep-dog trials 
geuerally. or. better still. In Ibe Pontypridd trials In particular. Far 
up the side, and almost at the top of the Craig, lies a most oonvenl- 
eiilly situated quarry, within which were (>euoea three separate flocks 
of sheep, broiiAt from three separate mountain walks, to Ibe Intent 
that the three -beep alloltetf for each trial should not be Inseparably lied 
to each other’s company by the sacred bonds of friendship, but by the 
ntmosl skill of the faitbrul coMey. who. happily Ignorant of the tempt¬ 
ing baits of fllthv lucre held out to him In the Pontypridd programme, 
should strive and do all he knew only to please by obeying the behests 
of his beloved muster, whose more selfish object was to get the sheep 
into a pen by his side in the shortest time, and pocket the 
coin, not to mention minor conslderallona of honor and glory. 

The first two classes iu the pmcramme were respecllvely for the best 
Umklng dog and hitch, the first prlxe In each case being taken by a wel 
known colfcy fancier and breeder. Mr. M. C. Aabwlo, Cross o' the UIH

The first class «' the trials proper was one for the best dog worked by 
a boy under 15 years of age, and a very Interesting one H pwved lo be; 
indeed. In none of the suhseqneot classes did there seem to be a better 
iindersiauduig between master and dog than In this. The first prize 
was awar -ed to Master Edward William^ and bis faithful friend, who 
succeeded in penning the sheep In the remarkably good time of four 
minutes. , . - _ . . 

Ttiefronns boMc^of the m«-eling. however, was reserved for Friday, 
when :iO dogs put in an appearance lo compete for the prize money 
amuuuting to £iO. and the entire day was short enough for the trial of 

the comiMjlHora Iq this and the champion class. 

With so many dogs who would seem, to anv one who had not ex¬ 
perienced the woiulerful sagacity of the collev.lobe more than per¬ 
fection tbc awarding of the prizes must have been, of necessity, to a 
great extent a matter of Individual taste; but the Judges seemed to gel 
through their work cheerfully and amicably, and the grunibllugs of the 
dlssupolnted ones Were not loiidor than they are ueually found to be 
ond^lhe moHt favorable clrcumsUincus. As an Instance of the rtiany 
acts of sagacity displayed on this o»x.aslon—one dog had brought his 
three sheep Into the |>en. and as they were In the act of being driven in. 
oue *»f the trio bolted right Into the middle of the spectators; the dog 
immediately pursued him. aud running into him. aeized him carefully, 
but firmly rmnd the neck, and so held him safe, until his master came 
and released him.

Hub in thoroughly, so that the dog cannot lick qny 
off. Give also, three limes a day. five drops of ‘'owler’s solution of ar¬ 
senic, in water. Give also vegetables iu the food.and be sure to change 
the bedding fn queiitly. . ^ , 

Hecond.—I have a Spitz dog that Is con’4Untly losing hla 
hslr. I wash biro twice a week in soap and water. Please tell me Imw 
to prevent the hair coming out. .^ns.—!f the dog hns a healthy skin 
free from mange or other irruptiotia, tbe ensting of the hair is probably 
due to the effect of Ihe soap, .Many soaps contain so large a proporiloD 
of strong alkali that they are Injurious lo the skin. Try Ihe effect of 
disMQsti'g with the bath for a short lime, and when resumed use tbe 
yolk of one or more eggs in place of soap. You will find this better 
than any»ioap for cleansing tbe hair while it ban also no bad results. / 

Z. 8. H.. Petrolla.—1 have a setter bllrli of good size about seven 
mouths old. Hbe has been very healthy till uImui! a month ago. now 
she will eat nothing but meat, and not enough of ihar. She had a very 
light attack of distemper when about five months olo. Her 
coat is rough and has lost all Its natural gloss: her eyes also 
ruu st»me. What can 1 do for her! Ans.-The symptom* 
indicate tbe presence of worms, the best remedy for which is coarsely- 
grated areca nut. About a third of a nut should be mixed with bird 
fnlo a pin and given upon an empty stomach, to he followed twelve 
hours after hy a good dose of castor oil. Repent this treatment at inter¬ 
vals of a week two or three times, unless a change for the belter la 
maaifertted.

It appears t«» be *»f a gristly formation, clinging to the bone, nnd 
of late has 1^‘en growing In size. Will you please siigg* st a n'inedy 
through tbe columns of your valuable paper? Ans. —Ulister it with the 
folbmlug ointment: Take of oaiithnrldes. pulverized, one and » b^ilf 
drachms, and lard one ounce. Digest over A water bath, and of bln- 
li^ide of mercury one drachm, and lard one ounce. Mix the inorcti^ 
and lard well together; when the caiitharidean ointment hn* emded, 
mix the two ointments well together, clip off the hair, and rub half of It 
well In, aud after six weeks min'at if necessary. 

ft. T. N., Peoria. III.—1 have a colt that ha« a navel hernia about as 
big as a small hen's egg. lie is now five months old: has bad It since 
be was foaled. Can H be removed, or Is if saft.‘^t to let it alotte? Ans. 
-Umbilical hernia results from the umbillens not closing at the limo 
of birth: is generally easily reduced. Cast the colt, turn him on his 
back and make a small incision in the skin. Insert the finger to ascer¬ 
tain If Ihe bowels are all relnrned. then Insert a ronple of skiwers 
through the akin over the place and wind a cord around them from end 
to end^. We would advise von to employ a quallfieil vrferlimry Fiirgnon 
if iKNMilble. as it la a delicate operation in the hands of amateurs.

POOL-SELLING THE HAND-MAID OF RACING. 

The present hobby of ihe 2'ur/, FitUl and Farm is the 
exclusion of the pool-box from raeing p.irks. its pernicious 
effects are illusirated in an apparently philosopldeal man¬ 
ner, but its treatiueut of Ihc subject lacks couiprehcusive- 
ness. 

No barm can result from ils discussion, possibly some 
good, therefore wc proceed to veutilale a few facts it has 
overlooked. 

To racing, it is conceded 'hat wc are very much indebted 
for our improvements in breeds of horses; to wliieU posi¬ 
tive gain must be attributed largely the fact that racing 
is and has been a popular sport. It should be preserved, 
therefore, for h.iving had passed to its credit stouter 
horses; but it could not have approximated to its 
present results in this respect, except for the sensible 
character of tbc sport it has furnished. How lo combine 
sport with prolit aute-daloJ racing. Sport is Ibc paramounl 
consideration with galc-payers.protit the secondary. We are- 
aware that this order is reversed as to many of the actors 
wiihlu the arena; but nut so with tbe great majority of the 
public. Their interest, being their amusement, their sport 
it coDtcqueotly much increased by the amounts they or 
their friends have iiendlng. 

The sports of the turf arc not much in excess of their 
requirements. Any material reducllon of the attraction ii 
cannot survive, for it cannot flvqrish and lose Ihe patronage 
of Ibc great public. Do aw.iy with pool-selling and tbe 
interest of a majority of all classes of its palrons would be 
lestened. They are aware of the ezistcuce of other places 
for Ihe cultivation of austerity in morals, but do not regard 
racing parks as such. Its customs they have helped to es 
tablisb, and regarding betting legitimate their clamoiB for 
reform are not agalust the facilities fur betting, but for 
protection against fraud. 

With next to nothing at slake cun'esis on the turf 
lose their attraction. All shrewdly managed associ¬ 
ations understand that this is true, and shape their advrr 
tising accordingly. A banisbinent of the pool-box would be 
followed quickly by a suspension of r.icing. Most associa¬ 
tions, too, appreciaie its rich revenues. Conspicuously, us 
an illusiration, may bo mentioned Balfulo. Its exclusiou 
has been tried under very favorable auspices ibis Centen¬ 
nial year at Philadelphia and at other places, yet each meet¬ 
ing WHS a failure, os far as tbc patronage of the iiublic war 
coDcerued. We will be pleased to be informed where a 
meeting under such straight-laced management baa been 
successful.- Perhaps the Tur/, Field and Farm can 
tell ut, but we arc afraid it will lax ils ingenuity to 
do so. 

‘'Location,” ‘‘unpropitious wcalher," "InsufBcicnt adver¬ 
tising," “inaccosilble grounds," may be a sutisfuctcry expla¬ 
nation to some of the enthusiastic supporters of this new de¬ 
parture, but fail to have their effect on Ihosc who look at 
lUings in llicir proper liglit and us ilicy exist. Eveutually 
there will he a roturuiugof wi.sdom by oar eoieniporaiy, sud 
those who think nlthi', and the fact will be recognized that 
betting, in one form or aiinthiir, is tbe insepi ralile band 
maid of racing, and that Ihosc associations, other things being 
equal, llial furnish Ihc best facililles for belting, will have 
tbc mo.sl Huecesrful meetings. 

Uniform fairness can not be secured in racing, no more 
than in the ordinary iransnotiona of life, since fraud 
is a parasite, living u|Hia alt classes of business, to 
which racing ia no ezcepliua- Tbosc, thetefuie, who re¬ 


quire perfection in turf s|K>rts will occaiionally be disap 
|ioiaU-d under the best of munagemcDt. Not how to pre¬ 
vent |K)oI ■oiling, but how to diminish fraud, it the praclical 
qui-stioo. In ils tolulioo, the goose that lays the golden 
egg should not be killed. 

The expulsion of the imol-box would revive thatold obsolete 
and objeetionablc system of side-belling. This would be 
retriigrosslon. Out of this system comes seven fold m iro 
disorder than by tbc presence of the much sbusr-d pool-box. 
Bettors wrangle and quibble about their previous state¬ 
ments, as to how their money was staked; but, in the 
tHH)1 box the transactions are .so nearly uniform that iiiisun- 
undeizliindings rarely occur. Very little would bo gained by 
the suppression of Ihe pool-box u|K>n the grounds of associa¬ 
tions, inasmuch as the business Would be carried on else¬ 
where. If, Ibcrefore, suppression of fraud is the para¬ 
mount object, so little would be gained in this direction that 
it would be more than counter-balanced by the negative 
protection given to the jobs of the swindli rs. 

Our conclusions are that the tracks c lunot afford its ex¬ 
clusion; that the owner, trainer,driver and amateur turfiu.in 
opp.ise ils exclusion, and llial the dear, precious public, in 
vvbosc behalf the innovation bus beeu urged, will ueilher 
appieciate, nor permit exclusion; uud con oqueiitly its 
suppression within our racing parks is iaipracliciible; 
ilso that the conclusions of the Turf, Field and 
Farm u|K>a Ibis subject are iucorrect, aud retrogressive us 
to turf customs. 

Tiik N.vtiox.il SeoitTSMEN's Associ.vtiox.— Mr. B. E. 

B Kennedy, of Omaha, h.is givon Ihe late meeting 
of the Nalioniil Sporlsiiien's Association in this city, tvhicb 
was diiertcd fro a its legiii.aatc object to the irap-sho it- 
iiig tournament held at the same time at Dexter Park, some 
har.l knojks. Mr. Kennedy recognizes very fully the force 
of our remarks ou this subject, in our issue of the Kith ult¬ 
imo, uaiLin a recent communicaiiou to the Jlod and Oun, 
says: ‘‘Something has caused a maniftst indifference upon 
the part of a large portion of tbe member.s of tbe ussocia- 
lion; and unless some action shall be taken to restore contl- 
deoeu and regain the groun I thus apparently lost, the sooner 
it is dissolved the belter." This is in substance wlial we 
ilieu stated, and we lind a very large number of sportsmeu 
of the same opinion. 

The cause of this lukewarm feeling is undoubtedly the 
prevailing impression that the meetings of tbe association, 
while ostensibly for tbe protection of game, arc in reality 
for trap shiMiting. Ils inauguration ut Niugira Fails was 
.iccompanied with a trap-shooting tournament; at its first 
annual meeilng at Cleveland a trap-shooting tournameni 
was ugtin hllebod on to it; and the same this year. On 
each of these occasions the primal object of the con¬ 
vention was neglected, and the business was rushed through 
ihiit there might not be anything to distract from the lour- 
namcnl, so that the purses might till. Here was uu abso- 
solute perversion of tbe object of tbc asssociation, and one 
which its originators never coutempluted; that which bad 
no rclullun to it was made tbi^ principal object, and the 
legitimate one, tbe meeting, secondary. 

Froui the Niagara Falls meeting, it being tbc inaugural, 
so much was not expected; but when at Cleveland the earn¬ 
est workers for the protection of game saw bow ils legitimate 
purposes bad been perverted, and that nothing practical 
had been done, they left disgusted, yet in hopes that tbe 
future would remedy tbc evil, and that a trap shooting 
tournament would not accompany the meeting ut Chicago. 
Imagioc iben their feelings when they found that at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday, August 30ib, the second day of the meeting of 
the association a tournament was to commence at Dexter 
Park. Realizing that the Cuicago meeting would be but a 
repitition of the one at Cleveland, they absented themselves, 
not wishing to participate in another farce. 

One prominent gentleman who was nut present, writing 
us under dale of Bept. 31sl remarks: “1 am pleased lo see 
you have taken tbe bull by the horns, aud hope your ciruiLi 
in putting an end to trap shooting louinameuts at our 
National Sportsmen's mcelings will be effectual. If not 
they w ill cenulaly kill it. 1 am nut opimsed to trap shooting 
lu geneial, but am decidedly opi>ased to it at our Nuilonnl 
meetings. When 1 saw you were going to have a touina 
luenl at Dexter Park st tbe same time as tbc meeting, I con- 
cuncludetl it would be a repitition of its previous incellugs 
of which I bud bad enough, and iberefure decided nut to go. 
Others, I know, who were not present were actuated by the 
same feelings. I am willing to go to any reason¬ 
able expense individually to promote the iirotection 
of g.>me, but am not willing lo go to the 
cx|>enso and trouble of attending a convention 
tbe occasion fur which U availed of to bold a trap shooiiog 
tournament, which uses its influence to burry through the 
pnicecdiogs of tbe meetings, thereby preventing any bus¬ 
iness from being done, that those giving the lournsmcnl 
might bo benefltled." We have received several other lettcis 
of a suuilar tenor, and while recognizing the force of the 
statements and iudoraing them thoroughly, yet we question 
the wisdom of those who absented tbciiiselves. Tbc way to 
put a stop to an abuse Is for all parlies interested to use 
their iofluenco against it. Had our correspundeois 
been present and ra sed their voices against the legitimate 
puriKiBU of the convention being sl>andoaed, and voted 
down the hurried adjournment they would have done much 
praoiically towards a reform sni would have virtually n-s- 
uueU the association from the enthrallment of trapshooting. 


As it wa.s by their slaying away, those who stieodetl and 
who arc as earnest us Ihciiiselvcs in the crushing out of ib'n 
marplot of theassiicialion's meetings were discouraged stthe 
absence of so many whom they cx|>ccted to And there u> as 
sisl in Ihe work for which they hud convened. U but 
just Ui stale that very fe-v of the delegalis lo the Nutiossl 
Association piirlieipaled in the trap shoot ut Dexter Park 
Indeed the majority of them were so discouraged and dis 
gusled that they left the city as soon as the meetiug was 
over. As we have before staled we are not ojiposed to tran 
shiMilIng, but tbeie is a time and a place for everything 
and a meeting of the National Association is not tbe 
time lo bold a trap shooting tournament. 

Mr. Ui'ccne Siiiilh is the President of the associaliun and 
Ihe n<xl meeting convenes at Syracuse; it devolves on 
him lu make it a success, which he e,in if ho ignores ibe 
' side show” and holds Ihe cunventiun to it.s legiiiniate busi¬ 
ness for which, ns Mr. Kennedy remarks, ‘‘the constituliun 
and by-laws of the association are of themselves an ample 
prjgramme.” 

AnOitu.aoe —We regret to be compelled this week lu 
again dinw ultciition lo tbe utter lack of lituess and miseon- 
o ptiunof llieir duties by the Commissioners of A wurd.s of 
the Ceoteniil.il Exhibition. Never before, dues it seem to 
us that such an unfortunate selection in men was innde 
and shows the folly of appoiniiiig men to (Kisitiuns for 
which they arc not qualilied, merely because they bu|>pen 
to have some local notoriety. Their various follies and 
the ridiculous po.silions in which they have placed 
iheiiiseivcs in Ihe eyes of all praclieiil 
and sensible people arc loo numerous to incii- 
liou. By their assumptioc of imporiance, which 
Was never intended lo be given them, Ihvy have ultempt> d 
lo e.xercise authority where they had no right lo, and the 
coast quence is they have brought the exhibition into such 
disrepute uud lu.ide such a farce of it, that instead of being 
prized as uu award of merit, a med:il will not be woith more 
ihan ils value in metui, and a diploma only the value of the 
parchment. 

The las', act of these individuals, however, caps the 
climax, aud is au in.-ult aud uu outrage ou the honor uud 
iiiiegiilyuf two gentlemen, which we deem our duly to 
resent in the struage.sl terms. They now refuse to give Mr. 
John E. Long aud Dr. Twuddell the prizes awarded to their 
dogs because these gentlemen were judges and complied 
wilb the rule requiring the live judges to sign the list of 
awards. Tbc Commissioners of Awards when they ap- 
(Hjinled Dr. Twaddell and Mr. Lon ', were well aware 
that the former would be an exhibitor of dacbsbuuds 
aud tbc latter of sutlers, aud for this very reason they 
were appointed to clas-os in which they were not 
exhibitors, with the understaniing that they could 
exhibit in any class in which they were 
uol judges. With this understanding they accepicd 
the positions to which they were appointed—Mr. Long, 
judge of the pointer class, and Dr. Twaddell, of the non- 
spoi tiiig class. In neither class in which their dogs were 
did they judge. The pretext is frivolous, and is about what 
might be expected from such a lot of incuuipelcatB, and 
moreover U au insult to the gentlemen mentioned. It is 
nut necessary for us to defend cither of these gentlemen 
from tbe attempted insult, as both Dr. Twaddell and Mr. 
liong arc loo well known as men of honor to render it nec¬ 
essary, and moreover the source from whence it comes 
deprives it of the weight it would have with the public did 
it ciainalc from other than those whom the iiublic have got 
uccuHlumcd to look on with contempt, aud are ready to ex¬ 
pect anything from. 

Tbe Commissioners sadly mistake their positions, and 
are arrogating lo themselves authority which is 
nut ihciiB. The decision of tbe judges is final, 
and the Commissioners of Awards' duly is not lo 
revise, but to carry out (ho judges' instructions. They 
can not tet aiide theee decitiont; and us the prizes were 
dunulioDS of private individuals wc advise and hope they 
will rebuke ibis impertinence of the Commissioners by de¬ 
manding cilber tbc cunflrmation of tbe judges awards or 
tbe return of tbe prizes, snd then give them individually to 
tbe gentlemen entitled lo them. U the Commissioners refuse 
to accede to these demands, we hope both Mr. Long and 
Dr. Twaddell will Institute legal proceedings for the re¬ 
covery of the prizes, which wc are lufurmed, l>y a eompe- 
tcut lawyer, they can do. The cut is out of the bag, 
and the reason is explained why the list of awards has not 
been published before; it is evident Ihe Commissioners 
have been revising them, whicb is an im|>ertinenl usurpation 
of authority on their part, an insult to the judges and 
an outrage on the exhibitors.

Sedate Charlie, tirst intrenching his iratlilional gravity be¬ 
hind a cloud of kinniklnick smoke, ulleretl a well matured 
grunt of iiS'cnt, uflerward-s adding, ‘‘OihmI morulng to slip 
up on’em; can't hear walk." 

This oracular announcement from Charlie was all sulH 
cient. Charlie was our syl v.ati oracle, and his prophesies he 
fore the fact silenced all misgiviii.gs 

We started on the trail at early dawn. My chosen com 
rade interceded for Fred, who for days past had been de 

graded, much to his disgust to the moitlal service of guard i , u

shooting in this section of the country; the weeds being verv 
rank and thick, such a dog would not Hnd half a dozen birds 
a day, whereas a trailer would find all. 1 have often noticed 
wtHHicoek running before a dog for sometime, say two or 
three minuU's. before they have a chance to rise out of the 
brush and weeds. Where the cover is dense they will allow 
you to i>oas within two or three feet, and will pay no atten- 
iion to you whatever. In limkiug for markings, 1 have noticed 
old hunters that dul not know the dilTereuce between the 
Irurings of woodcock and the holes made by crickets and 
worms, nor the droppings from them and the droppings 
rifiin hliil’khirds. The holes made bv woriiis Hml crickets

deer. We met in Chicago, Sept. 0th, at Ihe Chicago and 
Northwestern depot, Wisconsin division, and Itnik our de¬ 
parture on the 11:15 r. m train for Siialding, a railway sta¬ 
tion on said road in the I'pper Peniusula, and uhoul 330 
miles distant. Spalding is a village of about Ihirty-livc in¬ 
habitants, has one large saw mill, one store, two hoarding 
houses, post and telegraph offlees. Mr. Murphy, the fore¬ 
man of the log camps on Ihe liig Cedar—which 
crosses the railroad at the village—makes his 
head nuartcrs at this point, lie has horse and ox teams, 
and when not otherwise engaged he will lake sportsmen and 
their luggage to any of his uturceupied camps for a surpris¬ 
ingly low price. A pa.ssahle wagitti ritad isoi>en from Spalil- 
ing 35 miles up the Big Cedar I'liere is a passable road 
extending West from seelion 42 to the Little Cedar four and 
a half miles from the railway. Section 42 is about one half 
mile south of Spalding, 

Departing from our original plan we decided to stop at a 
point known locally as seeltou 28, the same being the 28lh 
railway mile norih’of the line which separates Wisconsin 
from the I'pi'cr Peninsula. There is no station at seelion 
28, but. the aeeommodaiing conductor pul us otVal a desig¬ 
nated point in Ihe woods, where the writer had camped in 
the years ’73 and '74. Near by Hows the charming Little 
Cedar, famous tor its speckled trout. 

Here where in former years during the month of October 
the writer had seen nitmorgus recently and well-worn deer 
trail, we found at diseoiir.igingly rare intervals the foot 
prints of a solitary doe or faw n. 

Here we were joined hy our guiile who is a French and Me 
nominee lialf-hreed. whose n:mte is Charles Sevastopol— 
sometimes called One-eyed Charlie. He is a brother-in- 
law to Brevity, our former guide whom 1 have frenuently 
mentioned in "Bemtnisccnces of the Lake Superior Coun¬ 
try.’’ In ctrnsetiuence of a severe axe wound. Brevity was 
uniihie to aeeoinpany us. 

After exploring the woods in every direction for miles 
and floating for ihein by night on the Little Cedar, we be¬ 
came convinced that deer were scarce, and of bear and 
wolves there were none. 

’’What’s become of Ihe deer? Charlie," I asked? 

"Gone Nort. Come back a damned heap of ’em when 
snow comes," was the retily. 

“When will that lie? ' 1 asked. 

“Miildle Oel., sometimes, may be sooner; can’t tell some¬ 
times." 

I had often heiinl buiilsiiien of this regionjtssert that the 
deer are migratory in their habits, going North a^'Ul the 
last of August and returning about the first considerable 
snow-fall, but i had been skeptical. 1 am now convinced 
that this as-eriion h:i$ some foundation in fact. 

It was decidetl, therefore, that Mr. Bulterworlh, Charlie 
and the writer should take Ihe moining train for Spald¬ 
ing. thence up the Big Cedar, and should we 
fail to And the game in reasonable abuudanee 
to return to Spaliling and go west four and a half miles, and 
explore the head waters of the. Little Cedar. We had 
taken a few ducks, a few rulfed grouse, and one deer, up to 
this date. This beggarly score furni.shed ft discourse—giv¬ 
ing contrast to our anticipations. One half the company 
was on the verge of mutiny, and the often reiterated asser¬ 
tion of Ihe writer, that five memhors of our club had, dur¬ 
ing a thirty day eamiiaign last autniun. in these same 
woods, brought back to the trophy (>ole, twenty-six deer, 
was greeted with winks, shoulder shrugs, and nods. 

Huffed grouse were pleoliful; pine squirrels were innum¬ 
erable; ducks and porcupines were seen daily; and the boot¬ 
ings and wild ha, ha’sot the doleful owls were heard nightly. 

Yet these specimens of animated nature were regarded, in- 
dividu illy and colleelivelv, with unqualified contempt hy 
the entire iiarly, my dog Fred excepted. He “ iHtuneed" the 
first porcupine he met. He came to liecl in answer to my 
summons, in a pitiable plight, his nu.se bristling with more 
than a hundred barbed quills I had anticipated such a ren- < 
counter, and had about my person a pair of pliers, with I Wondeock 
which, by the assistance of a comrade, after h fatiguing 
struggle of a half hour’s duration, we removed them. 1 
comiorlcd myself with the belief that this sini'le combat 
would end the porcupine war; but bred, who 
is a gamesome fellow, was not siilisricd; he attackeil three 
more on different occasions with similar results before he 
“accepted the situation.’’ 

I bad fears that his nose would he injured but,fortunately, 
it was not, as later experience in chasing and capturing 
wouiuleil deer has proved. 

It may not be amtss to dign-ss a little farther to say that

'■■rank Forester and others to the contrary notwithstanding. 

In order to sultslantlate the foregoing assertion, I shall 
have *to anticipate the order of events and pass on to 
the Kvurth week of our hunt. During the night a mixture 
of rain and snow had fiillen; in the morning Ihe sky was 
overcast w ith ominous elouils which went scudding along as 
if hastening to obey Hie call of the storm King; tlie wind 
wat m ianing and soughing among the maples and hem¬ 
locks. the sugar bushes weivj drtaiping sullenly beneath 
burdens of snow and ruin drops, while the saturated bosom 
of mother earth gave our moccasined feet a chilling recep¬ 
tion Such was the morn when, at an early 
hour, we were suiiimoncd to com cakes venlsttu 
ami coll’ee by Indian Charlie. Our ebampion deer 
slayer, VVm. Jny (.:iH>k, fixce(iletl. Hie e.nll was unheeded. 

We may have been Indulging In visions of easy chairs’, dress¬ 
ing gowns, slipiiers, and the cheerful grate, glowing with 
hickory and anibrncitc; but the champion brought us to a 
sense uf duty by exclaiming in a cbeei 7 tunc, ’’Get up, boys, 


vast forest solitudes.

Wc wen* a^ccniVing si bold bill—uiy couirado and I—Fred 
following, as is his wont, close to heel, stopping by my 
side when 1 slop, always on the alert, his no.se thrust out¬ 
ward and iipwanl. snitilng the air for the fainlcsl trace of 
scent. When about half way up we observed the dog be- 
Iraved a trembling excitement. We noted, loo, that his 
undivided attention was directed to a cedar copse about 
seventy-live yards in advance, I whispered to my 
eomraile to pass it on the right and try to select an oiieii 
place in which to shistl, while 1 would go to the left, and if 
nothing should come out, I would send the dog Ihrougli it 
Before I had reached Ihe place from which 1 hud decided 
to send the dog into the eop.se, ray eomraile fired two shots 
in quick succession, and ealleil to me to “ Lookout!" 

1 looked out. be assured, and saw a deer bounding by 
with Ihe grace of a sylph and the speed of the wind. 1 sent 
twelve No. 2 buckshot at it, still it bounded on; next I fired 
an Elv S. G. wire cartridge at it. but it tarried out. Then 1 
"ave Fred leave to go. ami he llew like a greyhiiund, silent 
and swift, and as pursuer and pursued vani.shed from sight, 
not fifty paces intervened. 

■rhat’we had hit it we were well assured hy its IiIihkIv 
trail. While we were following its trail my'eomrade paused 
abruptly and exelaimed, “ He’s got it!" 

“No," said I. “ a porcupine, more likely." 

“ He's got it!" repeated my comrade, “ I bear it bleat. 

I laughed increduousiy. 

“ lie's got it, 1 tell you," my comrade reiterated, “ I hear 
him barking. Go to 'him and’ I’ll keep the trail." 

At this juncture we stopped to listen and we both heard 
barking and bleating alleruately. I double-quicked it 
around the hill and culled to Fred, who answered with a 
coupie of joyous tiarks. Guided hy his voice I pressed on. 
As I struggled through the thick underbrush I heard, dis 
tinclly, two or three plaintive bleats, and a few strides more 


half an inch, according to the nature of the ground. 1 have al¬ 
so iiotieod that they will stir around in ibii mud with their bills 
as you w ould with a sharp stick,leaving it with the uppearunee 
ance of a worm.or bug, havingcrawled through it. The drop¬ 
pings of the witodcock are different from almost any other 
game biid, and are made in great blotches, and in color white 
and light brown, or light gray, ttiey arc a sure sign of birds 
being about. The blotches on the ground are not splashes 
nor broken, as is tbe case with anything dropiwd from a 
height, but are like a spismful of milk poured on Ihe ground. 

1 have never seen droppings on clods, stones, or slumps; but 
my attention has been called to them by sportsmen that pre¬ 
tended to know such to be the case. I suppose that it would 
surprise some of your readers to tell them that the wikkI- 
cuck Isa very easy bird toshool. Iconsideril the eiusiest bird 
to get that we have. I have for days bagged every bird 
that got up. and to do so I use the finest shot that is made, 
but generally twelves, and that loo for all kinds uf game, 
except mallards; 1 use a ten bore gun. twenty-seven inch 
barrels, seven and ibree-fuurlhs pounds weight, three and a 
half to four drams of powder, and if held in the dirccHua a 
bird goes it is sure to drop it under twenty-five yards. Try 
a target with twelves and be convineed. Kti.LBitCK

He had the pass within reach of his big gun and live, 
wounded ’leer by the throat and it was breathing its lust | Snipe and water fowl of all kinds, arc abumlei 
when 1 came up. I sijokc to the poor, persecuted brute en- 
couraginly, patted his back, and—the spirit of a barbarian 
possessed me then—had him to seize and shake the noble 
game. He was proud of his prize, and I was proud of my 
dog. A.gain my conscience smote me. 

While niy comrade proceetled to dress the deer, 1 went in

I also shot, some lime ago a pure white 
squirrel with pink eyes, and a white quail; there is another 
one near this place which 1 saw a few weeks a.go which is 
pure while wiihoitl a fealhcr of anyotber color; it waa a fe- 
male Dird and had HI the lime a fine covey of about twenty- 
five young ones with it. It whs quite a lemotation to sec it 
go off, but I had M do it or ruin me covey. Woodcock shoot¬ 
ing has been splendid here Ibis season fur I have killed 
t»;lwi;en seven and ei.ehl hundred since July 4lh. The binls 
since tint lime have been in the corn. Gn Sept, 2fith 1 found 
fifly aeven, fifty two of which 1 brought to bag; on the fol 
lowing day 1 killed ihirly f.mr out of ihirty uino shots; on 
the 7ih of this month in two hours sbiMHIng 
I got twenty-four out of twenty-six, these were 
nearly all flight birds, they being lighter in color on the 
hrea.st than the birds that arc hatched here, being about the 
Color of the tun on a well bred Gordon doit. In hunting 
the.se birds nine out of every ten hunt loo fast. I have fre¬ 
quently followed after piirli'es and liealenover their ground, 
and hugged fmin '2<l 10 ‘25 binU. I generally bunt a brace 
Mimetimes three dogs, and have them all broken to trail 
When I aee markings 1 Call one of them to me and imt him on 
it, and I then consider it as good as in my sack. I consider 
a high headed and wide ranger perfectly useless fur cook 


and a fchesepeake duck dog from Mr. J. W. Munson, of St. 
Louis, will fit me out with dogs second to none in this sec¬ 
tion. 1 have as fine a native seller hitch as ever lived; she 
recently whelped eight fine pups, four gyps and-four dogs, 
unfortunately the rats killed four of the ^nost promising 
before I knew what waa the matter. 1 hay i.fwo dogs iind 
two gyps left, perfect beauties, which I will register in due 
season, I am working a magnificent aellerdog, Rick.owncd 
by J.'V. LeMoync; a more promising dog 1 never handled; 
he will make his mark, depend on it.

ing bis laose. Our prairies are of moderate extent, some of 
them not much freuuenled liy cbie.kens. Memphis pene- 
irileil to the heart ot the cliicken district, and woe to the 
hiiirt' It is desolate—left to the lonely habitation of th^e 
stunk (he at least seems to have been respected and spared) 
irilb a few distracted,wouinled, wandering chickens to inin- 
isltr to bis wants. Now 1 desire to say through your paper 
that Memphis ought not to have done this; and to leave it 
to each one of your readers if 1 am not right about it. 
Death at all times is solemn, hut, alas! how appalling when 
be strikes down a whole district, even of cliickens! Mem¬ 
phis has had some cxperieuce at home of tliis wholeside 
death rate, and the recollection ought vet to be too fresh in 
her memory to allow this breech-loading epidemic to cini- 
oale from her limits. It is not, of course, to ho inferred 
that we are left chickenless, for that would not be true 
\Vc arc still prepared to welcome sportsmen from abroutl 
sDil show them where lliey may he found ami 
shut. But deliver us from an army of sports¬ 

men in one locality at once. When they come m 
such force they sweep all before them off the unfortunate 
grounds they light upon, and leave scarcely a seedling for 
another season. Even Memphis must admlt^ that is not 
rich!. Give an old cock a cbauce. Nothing is better set- 
llrd in the fraternity tban that game ought not to be 
slaughtered, und none appreciate this more than the many 
famed sportsmen from Memphis. I use the word “famed 
sod “sportsmen” advisedly with the deliberate intentUin of 
implying all that is goinl and handsome in their meaning. 

But exceptions make the rule; they came, slaughtered, and 
sisughtcreii again, and departed hence. These army hunts 
however, that beat the brush and sweep the prairie, are not 
peculiar to Memphis alone. They are common with s|«>rl8- 
nien who are compelled to go a long distance for a gwd 
square bunt, and it is time some one was raising a voice 
against it. All sympathize hcarlilyl with those gentlemen 
who are put to the necessity of seeking dis¬ 
tant fields for sport, and no one, I presume, 
desires to restrain any one of them from followmir 
the bent of his inclination to his till in any direction. Hut 
when the trip is made up, let tnine of the friends and rela- 
tiuDS be left at home; don’t curry ali^the male connections 
of the family and the. neighbors'families, it is not neces¬ 
sary at all. It might be advisable in the Black llill.s or a 
kindred country, just at this time; but game, the prairie 
chicken esiiecially, rarely attacks the sportsman. There is 
no objection to such parties when they go a frolicking, 
for the game rarely suffers, they usually content themselves 
with what they call “ a hunter’s sandwich,' viz.: a cracker 
between two brown tigs. Let them have their apart, but 
let the sentiment of 8|iorlsmen go ou* against Ihe evil be 

(ore named. , , . a 

Our lust granger legislature passed an act imposing a line 
on any non-rcsident hunting in tills State without a license 
procured from the clerk of the county in which lie proposes 
to hunt. And that is the law to-day here; but it is believed 
it hiis never in any instance been enforced, though yfien 
violated, because it was frowned uiwm as being harsh and 
Inhospitable toward strangers, and unworthy of our people. 
Indeed, so little attention has been paid to it that eveu the 
knowledge of it has come to but few. It may he, however, 
that the grangers were wiser in their day and generation 
than we have heretofore wot of
